OF ALL THE ISSUES generating oratorical heat and lightning 
in the House debate over a labor reform measure, probably none 
is more resistant to practical and legal resolution than the unions’ 


use of boycotts, secondary and 
against recalcitrant employers. 

Of the three bills before the 
House, intended to curb racket- 
eering, corruption and other 
abuses in the operation of some 
unions, only the Landrum- 
Griffin bill, backed by President 
Eisenhower and a coalition of 
Northern Republicans and South- 
ern Democrats, deals severely 
with boycotts. This bill, while 
not mentioning them by name, 
contains language aimed at mak- 
ing such boycotts inoperative. 

The Elliott bill, sponsored by 
the Democratic leadership in the 
House, places a bar on a power- 
ful instrument of the secondary 
boycott — the so-called “hot 
cargo” agreement used so ef- 
fectively by the teamsters union. 

The Shelley bill contains no 
provisions against secondary 
boycotts. This is the bill orga- 
nized labor wants passed. 

The Senate-passed Kennedy 
bill, after which the House bills 
were patterned in varying de- 
grees, contains a “hot cargo” 
bar as its contribution to some 
restraint on secondary boycotts.

Then, there always is the 
question of whether a so-called 
neutral employer in a labor dis- 
pute actually is a neutral, or

Union spokesmen vigorously 
insist that in a labor dispute 
there is no “neutral” third 
party. Their contention is that 
a firm that supplies or pur-

Meany, the Democratic leader of the House 
never quite gets around to spelling out in 
specific detail just how legitimate collective 
bargaining would be hurt. And like Mr. Meany 
he mis-states the facts when he suggests that 
this bill is the weapon of “powerful interests” 
which hope to punish hunest unions under 
the guise of punishing corruption. 

In plumping for the milder Elliott bill, 
Speaker Rayburn argues that since this meas- 
ure is opposed by both Jimmy Hoffa and the 
“labor-haters,” it must be pretty good. Even 
if this argument were logically sound, which 
it isn’t, it would be unpersuasive. For pre- 
cisely the same thing can be said of the Lan- 
drum-Griffin bill. It, too, is opposed by Jimmy 
Hoffa. It, too, is opposed by extremist “labor- 
haters” who want something much tougher. 

Just how does the Democratic leadership’s 
(Elliott) bill differ from that supported by 
the Eisenhower Administration? Both deal 
with the problems of assuring union democra- 
cy and of union reporting.. We think the 
Landrum-Griffin bill in these respects is more 
tightly drawn and therefore preferable, but 
the Elliott bill might be accepted as a toler- 
able substitute if these were the only issues 
involved. 

The main weakness of the bill which Speak- 
er Rayburn supports, however, is that it never 
doés come to grips with secondary boycotts 
and blackmail picketing. The Landrum-Grif- 
fin bill does face up to those issues, and yet 
in a way that would not impair the legitimate 
rights of legitimate unionism. 

Mr. Meany argues that the bill would “force 
union members to handle ‘struck’ goods.” Yet 
the secondary boycotts which would be for- 
bidden specifically do not include those im- 
posed to protest the handling of farmed-out 
struck work. The Landrum-Griffin bill, in 
fact, does little more than forbid those boy- 
cotts which are already forbidden by the 
labor relations act. What it would do is 
make the present law effective. Where the 
present law bars only boycotts imposed by 
concerted action of employes, the Landrum- 
Griffin bill would bar those carried out by 
individual employes or by direct pressure 
on employers. 

Does Speaker Rayburn really believe that 
legitimate unions are going to be destroyed 
unless they have the power to get around the 
existing law’s ban on certain boycotts? If he 
believes that, then he ought to be fighting for 
repeal of the present law. 

Mr. Meany argues that the Landrum-Grif- 
fin bill would bar unions from “advertising 
to the public that an employer is unfgir to 
labor,” but the restraints it would impose 
upon certain kinds of picketing seem to us 
fair and reasonable. Not all organizational 
picketing would be banned. A union could 
still use pickets to “advertise” an employer's 
unfairness. But it would be barred from the 
indiscriminate use of picketing where no dis- 
pute exists between employer and employes. 
It would be barred from the use of picketing

The Meramec and the Grand 


Representative Clarence Cannon reached 
some sort of summit in service to his con- 
gressional district Tuesday. On one and the 
same day, he: 


(1) Asked President Eisenhower for 
federal relief to flood victims along the 
Grand river; and | 

(2) Blocked funds for study directed 
toward controlling floods on the Mera- 
mec river. 

Mr. Cannon has done a lot of talking about 
the virtues of economy in persistently oppos- 
ing the Meramec project. What kind of 
economy is it which insists on waiting for 
floods to happen before opening the fedenal 
purse? If it is proper for the United States 
Government to aid the victims of floods, 
why is it not proper and desirable for the 
same Government to help build the dams that 
will spare future flood victims? How can 
Mr. Cannon conscientiously stand in the way 
of a great resource development in one part 
of his district while recommending flood 
relief in another part of it? 

In persuading the Senate conferees to 
delete from the public works appropriation 
bill $100,000 for Meramec basin planning, 
Mr. Cannon made the utmost use of his great 
seniority and prestige. It is very strange 
indeed that he should take such extraordinary 
pains to defeat a project in his own district 
while simultaneously supporting identical ap- 
propriations for other districts across the land. 

But the Meramec project is not dead. It 
means too much to the people of the water- 
shed and the St. Louis metropolitan area to 
die. A massive educational campaign must 
now be launched that will convince Congress, 
and perhaps even Mr. Cannon, that the truest 
economy is to control disastrous floods in- 
stead of merely relieving the misery of their 
victims. 


‘Do Something’ 

As if in answer to the appeal of Arkansas 
segregationists to “do something” before 
schools opened, Gov. Orval Faubus went on 
television: Like the Faubus of a year ago, 
he denounced integration, the Supreme Court 
and the Little Rock School Board. Unlike 
the Faubus of the past, he stopped short of 
even suggesting what might be done to block 
integration.

In 1921, 
the Supreme Court upheld an 
injunction against a secondary 
boycott by a union which was 
on strike to organize a non- 
union manufacturer of printing 
presses, Part of the union’s 
strategy was to induce its mem- 
to refuse to install the 
struck firm’s presses. The high 
court, refusing to vacate the 
injunction obtained by the struck 
company, ruled that the Clayton 
Act protected union activity only 
when a specific employer and 
his own employes were involved. 

In 1932, however, this doctrine 
was set aside by the enactment 
of the Norris-LaGuardia Act. In 
1940, there was another Supreme 
Court decision further protecting 
union boycotts from injunctive 
proceedings under anti-trust 
laws. 

In this decision, the court held 
that the Sherman Act was in- 
tended to preserve competition 
in commerce and had nothing to 
do with the actions by the union 
since the union was concerned 
only with fixing wages and 
working conditions, not market 
| prices. 

The current move in Congress

Tips to Boys 
On Care of 
Wardrobe 


Boys who learn how to take 
care of their clothes when they 
are in grade and high school 
not only are a big help to moth- 
er but are likely to grow up to 
be among the best dressed col- 
lege men. Clothes given the 
proper care last longer and the 
wearer receives an added bonus 
because a neat wardrobe in- 
vests him with that dressed- 
right look. 

Here are ten tips on clothing 
care from the American Insti- 
tute of Men’s and Boys’ Wear. 

1. Always use a wooden hang- 
er for suit jackets and sports 
jackets. These keep the shoul- 
ders in shape and allow any 

wrinkles to hang out. Hanging 
a jacket on a bedpost or over 
the back of a chair will even- 
tually distort it and put un- 
sightly lumps in the fabric. 

2. Use trouser hangers for 
suit pants and slacks, preferably 
the kind that suspend the trous- 
ers from the cuffs or bottoms. 
These hangers, in addition to 
helping the fabrics shed wrin- 
kles, help keep the press. 

3. Keep shoes polished and 
when not in use, keep them 
treed. The wax polish nourishes 
the leather and prevents crack- 
ing. Shoe trees keep shoes in 
shape—very important for dress- 
up oxfords. 

4. When drying wash-wear 
shirts, underwear and socks, 
used a plastic hanger without 
metal parts. This applies to 
wash-wear suits, too. Rust stains 
are difficult to remove. 

5. Keep felt hats well brushed. 
This prevents staining resulting 
from rain spots. 

6. When drying a wet felt hat, 
improvise a stand for it by snap- 
ping brim up and turning down 
leather sweat band, but don’t 
dry it on a radiator. 

7. Don’t stuff mufflers in 
Overcoat or topcoat pockets. 
This stretches the fabric and 
causes a permanent bulge. Fold 
the muffler and place it in the 
coat sleeve. 

8. Always untie neckties. Do 
not slip tied tie off over your 
head. Hang ties up to let wrin- 
kles work out, except for knit 
or crocheted ties. Roll these up 
and place them in bureau draw- 
er to prevent stretching. 

9. Wash fabric or knit gloves 
on the hand. Turn them inside 
out and wash reverse side first, 
then wash again on right side. 
Dry flat on soft towel. Keep 
wools away from radiator. 

10. Frequent brushings of 
suits and sports jackets helps 
keep down cleaning costs. How- 
ever, if the suit or jacket is 
soiled with a stain that won’t 
come out when lightly rubbed 
with warm water, have the gar- 
ment cleaned immediately. Re- 
member to tell the cleaner what 
caused the stain.

NEW YORK, Aug. 12 (AP). 
HAVE YOU PLAYED America’s newest game? 
It’s called What-I-Would-Show-Nikita. 
Every adult American seems to have his own ideas about 


what we ought to show Russian Premier Nikita Khrushchev - 


during his history-making 
visit next month, 

Some would simply show 
him the door. Some would 
sweep the dirt under the 
rug and let him see only 
the parior—first counting 
the silver, of course. 

But, perhaps surprising- 
ly, a majority of letter 
writers to the newspapers 
on this topic favor showing 
the Soviet leader the great 
American house from top 
to bottom—not only the 
spotless kitchen and living 
room, but also the debris 
in the attic and the leaky 
corner in the basement. 

They want him to see 
us with our best foot for- 
ward, true, but they also 
have a ruggedly honest 
wish that he see the bad 
about us as well as the good—the defects we know we have 
and haven't yet corrected. 


Behind this attitude lies a wholesome and sturdy

crites. We are vastly proud of how far we have come, 
but realize we still have a long way to go. 


It can be assumed he will see the Manhattan skyline, 
the Statue of Liberty, the Empire State building, and the 
nation’s capital.

What could you show him that would give him a real 
feeling about America?

5. An integrated public school in New York. The public 
school is the place where, above all, the melting pot melts all 
races and creeds into—Americans. 


6. Any strike-bound town, such as Homestead, Pa., 
to show him that labor in America is not a total 
prisoner of either capital or Government. 


7. A major department store during a big sale. Let him 
see the variety of consumer goods available, and how many 
of them the ordinary working people can afford. 

8. A Sunday afternoon dinner in any home he chose to 
call on, to see what kind of table the average American wife 
sets for her family. Or papa sets—if it’s a backyard cookout. 

9. A visit to Harlem and the Bowery, or the slums and 
skid row sections of any big American city—and the dents 
being made in them by new housing developments. 

10. The Gridiron banquet in the nation’s capital, when top 
United States officials sit and watch themselves being satirized 
in sharp but good-natured ridicule. Is that done anywhere but 
America?

MANY YEARS AGO W. C. 
Handy sat on the St. Louis levee, 
discouraged and disheartened. 
Later, looking back on this low 
ebb of his life, he was moved to 
write the blues that made him 
and his city famous around the 
world. Next Monday night, “‘St. 
Louis Blues” will be heard on 
the riverfront at the foot of 
Lucas avenue as part of the 
W. C. Handy Riverfront Musi- 
cale, a feature of the fortieth 
anniversary convention of The 
Nationa) Association of Negro 
Musicians, Inc., with nationally 
outstanding artists participating. 

Integration and first class ci- 
tizenship for his race has a long 
way to go but the recognition 
the American Negro has won in 
the world of music has helped 
hasten the goal. A leader in that 
climb has been Kenneth Brown 
Billups, convention chairman, 
singer, teacher, director, com- 
poser, and one of St. Louis’s 
most respected men of music. 

This week, as convention dead- 
line approaches, the Billups 
home at 5553 Bartmer avenue is 
feverishly busy and mildly 
chaotic. On the front porch, Mrs. 
Billups and a secretary work on 
program while two men check 
orchestral scores. In the living 
room a man and woman go over 
radio and TV schedules; in the 
dining room two more workers 
complete a newspaper layout. 
From the music room comes the 
buoyant young voice of college 
student Elijah Bennett rehears- 
ing. Four little Billupses are 
here, there and everywhere, and 
in the center of everything is 
their father, calm and organized. 
Well, more or less. 

“I know now that I'll have 
only one of these in a lifetime,” 
says Billups, a big man with a 
measured but articulate way of 
speech. “My wife and family 
have been wonderful. They’ve 
tolerated it very well. 


“But then people have always 
been kind to me. St. Louis has 
been very kind to me. Some- 
times a person of a minority 
group grumbles, builds up 
thoughts. But when I stop to 
consider, there’s nothing re- 
stricted to music in St. Louis 
that I haven’t had the opportu- 
nity to do. Symphony, opera, 
TV. More than that, my friends 
have been kind to me. They're 
crazy enough to get in and pitch 
and never leave me in a hole. 
Even the kids at school will work 
so hard to try to please me and 
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BILLUPS rehearsing singers for the W. C. Handy 


I’m sure if I’d been on their side 
of the fence I'd have dipped out 
many times.” 


The foregoing is typical of any 
conversation with Kenneth Bil- 
lups. Every other sentence gives 
credit — to his Sumner High 
School students, his Legend Sing- 
ers, the people who've helped 
along the way. 

“If I have any one ability it’s 
this,” Billups says, “‘the ability 
to surround myself with people 
who know how to get things 
done.” 

Billups has some other abili- 
ties that showed up early in life. 
Born at 4254 West Cote Brilliante

Louis called “The Ville” (tech- 
nically Ellardsville around Sum- 
ner High School), he was one of 
two sons of the minister of 
Antioch Baptist Church, now rfe- 
tired. He attended Sumner, sang 
in the boys’ glee club, and then 
was discovered by—first credit— 
Clarence Norman, now retired in 
Memphis, then head of the West 
End Male Chorus. Norman 
aroused his interest in music and 
a few years later, Kenneth Bil- 
lups went to Lincoln University 
on a music scholarship. 


“Marie Ford, head of the 
music department there, was 
practically a second mother to 
me,” says Billups (second cred- 
it). “I sometimes wonder how 
she ever put up with some of my 
nonsense.” 


Among incidents he recalls 
with shame was the occasion 
when he rebelled against being 
asked to dust the piano. 

“Fellows there on football 
scholarships had to shovel snow 
in the winter but I thought I 
was too important to dust the 
piano,” he recalls. “‘Later on I 
learned that no matter how im- 
portant you are, you occasional- 
ly pick up a chair or mow the 
lawn—or dust the piano. I guess 
I was too big for my pants.” 

On another occasion as a stu- 
dent, Billups sent John W. Work, 
head of Fiske University’s music 
department, a composition he’d 
written called “‘Black Man En- 
ters Heaven.” 

“I told him I wanted criticism 
but I didn’t really want criti- 
cism, I wanted praise,”’ he says. 
“Work did praise it but he said, 
‘However, harmonically and 
stylistically it is somewhat un- 
developed.’ I was so mad I 
threw the letter in the waste 
can. A little while later I went 
back and luckily the waste can 
hadn’t been emptied because
